REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In spite of the fact that circumstances have made 
necessary several changes in our corps of teachers, we 
feel that the schools have in the main done good work. 
The resignation of Miss Barnard received late in the 
spring gave short notice for obtaining a teacher to fill 
her place. Miss Laura Paige, a student at the State 
College, was engaged for the spring term. As she de- 
cided to continue her college course in the fall, the 
board were fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
Shirlie Whipple, a graduate of Concord High School, 
also of Kimball School in Worcester, with a year in 
Wellesley College. 

Upon the resignation of Miss Batchelder after two 
years of most satisfactory work, Miss Flora Cushing, a 
eraduate of Pembroke Academy, was engaged in her 
place. Miss Lena Webster, also a new teacher here, a 
eraduate of Pinkerton Academy and with several years 
experience, was placed at the Center for the fall and 
winter terms, leaving but one of our old teachers, Miss 
Putney, in the East division. 

There have been no changes in text books, but some 
new supplementary reading has been provided. 

The board has been somewhat hampered by lack of 
funds. The much needed repairs in Montalona exceed- 
ing the appropriation, it became necessary to draw on the 
percentage allowed for repairs. Our expenses for trans- 
portation have been heavy, although we have not been 
able to meet the wishes of all in this line. In addition, 
to these circumstances, the fact that the appropriation 
for the year was much less than in preceding years, made 
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imperative the cutting short of our schools, giving only 
thirty-one weeks for the year. 

It would seem that there is not that eagerness among 
our children to improve the opportunities for an educa- 
tion that there should be. Our school registers show too 
many marks for absence and tardiness. It is certain that 
children cannot do good work if allowed to remain away 
from school a large proportion of the time. It is equally 
certain that no teacher, however willing, can do her best 
without the hearty co-operation of both parents and 
pupils.
